[A practice that should bo stop- 
ped, as it is not at all respectable n..i 
reverent. — Ed. Jour.] The lightning 
rapidity with which a deaf mute makes 
a sign — to other people mystic, but to 
one like himself perfectly intelligible — 
is truly wonderful. 

As soon as the minister who was to 
conduct tho services appeared all con 
versation ceased, and tho whole con- 
gregation listened attentively to what 
he had to say. There were about s, 
dozen ooteidere, and although they 

could not understand the digital ma- 
nipulations it was interesting to watch 

the earnest manner in which thi 

crend gentleman prcaehed M well as 
the devout interest shown fey the con- 

tion. 

The text was taken from the parable 
of the prodigal son, and the senium 
was good, for, although the reporter 
did not understand it, he knew Mr. 
Mann by reputation and knew that his 
sermons as well as his writings were 

i poor. 

There art in this city about two 
hundred deaf mutes, but only about 

one quarter of them was represented 

there yesterday afternoon. Among the 

congregation were deaf-mutes from 
Carondelet, DeSoto, country towns 

over in Illinois, and besides from St. 
Louis. 

It may not be out of place to givo 
. brief history of the struggles of

es. In oldon times, according to the 
Roman statutes, a deaf and dumb per 
son was not allowed to hold property, 
vote, or in fact have any citizen's rights. 
'The lawmakers went so far in some 
countries as to decree that as soon as 
a child was discovered in this condition 
it should be destroyed, rather than 
grow up to b< a burden to the commu- 
nity. And yet these people grow np 
like any one olsc, physically. To bo 
sure their minds did not progress — re- 
mained dormant — and the unfortu- 
nates were, in a measure, burdensome, 
but the lawmakers should havo devis- 
ed some means for educating them, in- 
stead oi taking measures for their de- 
struction. The first school for the 

education oi del mutes was fonndod 

in Spain in tho year 1520, and the first 
one founded in Huh country was at 
Hartford, Conn., by Rev. Thomas H. 
(lallattdet. His son, Uev. ThOBkaS 
Gallaudet, organized a Bible class for 
deaf-mates at St, Ann's Church, New 
York, which is located on West Eigh- 
teenth street, near Fifth avenue ; two 
services are held daily and one sign 
service at .1 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Dr. Gaflattdet, who preached iii this 
city Some weeks ago, conducts these 
sign services, although neither deaf nor 
dumb.

Additional copies can be obtained 
as fast as a boy can roll tho sheet three 
or four rubs and snatch them out of 
the press one by one. 

The principal and teachers take 
turns at editing. They write down in 
simple language the news of the day, 
whether foreign, home, or strictly local, 
choosing that which will most interest 
or benefit the pupils, and not beyond 
their comprehension. The copy is us- 
ually ready at the close of school -hours 
at 4 o'clock. A careful man, an accu- 
rate speller, writes with the electric pen 
to prepare the "stencil'' sheet. This 
takes about half an hour each day, and 
two or three of tho pupils can do the 
rest. So that the copies arc ready for 
distribution, to those who can read 
them, at 8 r. M.. at the close of the 
study hour. About 150 copies are 
printed, five days ::i ('..,. week. We use 
smooth yellow paper, which is aheap 
and just as good is white for the pur- 
pose. Each shec* is eight inches by 
twelve, printed or. one side only. It 
will hold about tvo hundred and fifty 
words, which make enough matter Tor 
the pupils to master in oat day, in 
addition to their regular school work. 

It will be seen that this Daily 
cannot well be salt to distant persons 
regularly. It is too small, and the 
postage would amount to a great deal, 
but it serves its purpose, almost per- 
fectly. The pu]iils reach eagerly for 
it, and begin reeding at once. They 
are interested because they understand 
Day by day, in tho school-room, they 
are required to (jive, an account, more 
or less full, of vhat they have read. 
They learn new words and phrases.

> shape fiat they can write in 

telHgently about them to their friends. 
They acquire an interest in the affairs 

of the outer world, and are thus pre

As to the cost, it is not f*reat. The 
battery, in fivqucnt, use, should not 
take over tiftj cents a month for the 
acids, and as for the paper, ink and 
labor, any one can calculate those ex- 
penses. 

It must not be supposed that the 
electric pen is used for the Daily 
alone. Stories, questions, examina- 
tion papers and the like can be pre 
pared with it, so that it is becoming 

indispensable. It iH much liked at the
